Sunshine’s industrial promotions consultant 
Mr. Bill Williams said this yesterday when 
commenting on last Sunday’s seminar at the 
‘International Hotel, Airport West. 

The seminar, which Mr. Williams described 
as “highly successful,” called on the mayor 
of ‘Keilor, Cr. Bryan Bailey, to convene a con- 
ference to examine the feasibility of establish- 
ing such a bureau. 

The formation of a central bureau .was sug- 
gested by several speakers at the seminar, 
including Mr. Williams and the president of the 
Australian Council of Trade Unions, Mr. Bob 
Hawke. i 


Make them pay 


Mr. Hawke said industry had been allowed 
to prosper in the western suburbs regardless 
of the economic and social consequences for 
the people who worked, and lived in the 
district. ; 

In the future, enterprises, firms and com- 
panies should be forced to pay the social costs 
of their production. 

And they should also be forced, by the 
strength of community action, to undertake 
production only within the constraints de- 
termined by workers and the local com- 
munity. ° 

Mr. Hawke said the bureau should consist 
of representatives from trade unions, industry 
and local government. 

He said it could act as a watchdog to block 
undersirable industrial development. 

People in the west have had their environ- 
ment systematically eroded and demolished by 
the dominance of industry and the pollution 
connected with economic activity, Mr, Hawke 
said.

Mr. Williams said the proposed central 
bureau “would have .the responsibility for 
amplifying the voice of the real people of the 
western suburbs, so that our case for justice 
is properly and strenuously and persistently 
presented to the public and the authorities.”

“Furthermore we have 
pressured the Board of 
Works to inspect our 
drains and foreshore fol- 
Jowing the claim that the 
whole area would be 
sewered by 1969. 





“IT am opposed to sew- 
erage going into the Bay 
and through this coun- 
cil, improvements are 
being made all the time. 
I can produce facts to 
show what this council 
has done io abate pollu- 
tion of all types.’ 


Cr. Grant continued: 
“This council was the 
only one in the western 
suburbs which criticised 
the proposed industrial 
liquid trade waste depot 
which is planned to be 
built at Brooklyn.

Grant, “but 
Vil be quiet now and the 
challenge will stand.” 


Cr. Grant, an indus- 


triat chemist, makes 
fortnightly reports on 
pollution complaints to 
Altona Council and these 
complaints are investi- 
gated by council's health 
inspectors. 


Recently the most 
common complaints have 
been noise from mini- 
bikes and noisy exhausts 
on cars. 


The protest meeting 
referred to by Cr. Grant 
took place in Queen 
Street last Saturday 
week, the day after Al- 
tona High School stu- 
dents had been sent 
home early because of 
discomfort caused by 
air pollution.
